destined to rise to an all-time peak

within the next two months, 
This possibility was supported 
by statem ents ot treasury officials 
that new money borrowing by the 
federal government 
would 
begin 
after the first of the new year to 
bolster the treasury's cash posi­ 
tion. 
Such bolstering is desirable 
because the business recession and 
unsettled international 
conditions 
may lead to greater demands on 
the treasury during the Winter 
and Spring, officials said. 
If every man, woman and child 
in the United States were called 
on to contribute 
equally 
toward 
immediate liquidation of the anti­ 
cipated record 
debt 
each 
would 
owe $291. 
The existing high mark of the 
public debt was established 
on 
Dec. 15, when treasury financing 
operations boosted it to $37,562,- 
835,918. 
Subsequently, 
redemp­ 
tion of a series of maturing short­ 
term obligations resulted in a re­ 
duction to $37,264,000,000. 
It now 
stands at approximately $37,275,- 
000,000. 
Short-Term Bills Planned 
The treasury will raise its new' 
money 
by 
selling 
$50,000,000 
worth of short-term bills weekly. 
Officials were undecided yet, how­ 
ever, as to the maturity date of 
these issues and the number of 
weeks this operation will be contin­ 
ued. 
It generally 
was 
believed 
that the issues 
would 
mature 
around the March 15 income tax 
date. 
Although treasury officials 
were 
reluctant 
to 
discuss 
the 
amount expected to be raised, it 
was learned that it would be at 
least $300,000,000. 
As each weekly issue is sold, it 
will result in increasing the public 
debt by $50,000,000. 
Thus, in six 
weeks, the debt will hav* been in­ 
creased by $300,000,000 to approx­ 
imately $37,575,000,000. 
To this 
figure m ust be added 
at 
least 
$120,000,000 representing 
special 
government obligations applied to 
trust funds such as the old-age 
pension reserve account and the 
railroad retirem ent account. 
In his 1938 fiscal year 
budget 
forecast made last January, Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt estim ated that the 
public debt would reach a peak of 
$35,026,000,000. 
However,

heavy inflow of gold during the

sterilization operations.

C. O. Leist, 
president pro-tem, said Mr. Mar­ 
ion's remarks expressed the senti­ 
ments of other councilmen.

FIRE ALARMS 
A 
UTHORITIES in many cities are begin­ 
ning to take seriously the problem of 
false fire alarms. It would be a fine thing 
if citizens, and especially the children, 
would do likewise. 
Most of the false alarms are apparently 
intentional. 
Boys, and sometimes men, 
turn in an alarm because they want a little 
practical joke. 
Lately little children are 
excitement or regard the matter as a 
getting into the game. 
There is a thrill 
in seeing the firemen and their equipment 
come rushing up with a great clatter, and 
preparing for action. 
But it isn’t funny; and though to the 
younger offenders it may seen romantic, 
ifs expensive, 
In a small city the average 
cost of such a futile run may be $40 to $60. 
In a large city it may be two or three 
hundred. 
One city reports nearly 2,000 
false alarms this year, resulting in a need­ 
less cost of more than $600,000. 
Along with the expenses to the tax­ 
payers, there is the injustice done to the 
firemen themselves, and danger fia t, after 
many false calls, they may lose their zest 
for 
instant 
response 
when 
the 
signal 
comes. 
Any boy who perpetrates such a trick 
shouldn’t be a hero among his pals; he 
should be in disgrace with them. 
Some 
cities are wisely stalling “junior fire de­ 
partments” to stop this sort of thing.

It was taken during the 
week of November 16-20, and since then 
both W PA and Bureau of Labor Statistics 
show more and more men out of work.

In the modern American home 
and office in the winter time, the 
j insensible water loss must be close 
I to the upper limits mentioned or 
beyond them. The temperature at 
which we keep our living quarters 
I in the winter and the lack of mois­ 
ture is a severe drain on even a 
strong 
constitution. 
They 
have 
been quite aptly compared to the 
Sahara desert, both as to tempera­ 
ture and humidity. 
Many head­ 
aches and fatigues, with loss of ap­ 
petite, are caused by these factors. 
The only way we can endure it at 
all is to perspire freely and contin­ 
uously, and even though this per­ 
spiration is invisible, it results in 
1 quite a considerable water ioss. 
It is much easier to reduce the 
amount ot water in the tissues than 
to increase it. The symptoms of 
such reduction are now well known, 
although for a long time they were 
puzzling. 
It had been noticed that 
those who worked in very hot 
places—stokers in the boiler room, 
railway firemen, cooks and miners 
in certain types of mines— would 
be taken wuth muscle cramps and 
tremblings. It has been found that 
this is simply due to water and salt 
loss in perspiration, and can be pre­ 
vented by drinking plenty of water 
accompanied by salt. 
Yes, water is a very necessary 
and comfortable drink. On this eve 
of a New Year, I strongly recom 
mend it.
